THE ‘NINETIES 


During the early minority people 
lived cities. Let look average home. man 
worked minimum hours day. The mother and 
daughters worked from before daylight until late 
night. The children too, from the time they were five 
had duties perform. The theme song all was 
work work. For centuries, the pattern 
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labor the home was not changed. One the most 
revolutionary concepts man was dig well before 
built his house, and place the kitchen over the well 
that water could pumped long handled pump 
into sink. Water, for centuries had been 
jars and pails. 

well remember when father made little 
neck yoke, which was board carved out fit 
shoulders, with ropes attached and two quart pails 
carry water. The use kerosene oil that you could 
have flat wick round wick lamp, increased the 
illumination homes thousand percent. But lamps 
had cleaned, and the soot had removed 
from the chimneys with messy results. 

hundred feet from the back door was the ash pile. 
That was where the garbage and sewage also were piled. 
But there wasn’t very much garbage those days. 
Food was too valuable and hard get. The using 
anthracite coal base burner stove lightened the 
task the man chopping wood and the woman stoking 
the fire, but still there was labor connected with 
inefficient heating plan. 

And the summer were the flies and the insects. 
And the fall and the spring was the mud. Wash- 
ing, ironing and baking took three days the week. 
Washing the wash board and ironing with iron 
that was heated the top wood and coal stove. 
the summer babies were dying from ‘‘summer com- 
plaint.’’ Towards fall children got diphtheria and 
died. Few realize the horrible experience 
child choking death with diphtheria. certain areas 
yellow fever and malaria were uncontrolled. And every 
summer hospitals and homes were jammed with 
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typhoid fever patients. Just then, health departments 
were beginning function the area environ- 
mental control. And the rudiments epidemiology 
were being formulated, but was hard time live. 

But boys and girls were happy. Young maids and 
young men had high hopes, and old men and old 
women peacefully lived out their lives with maxi- 
mum ethical ideals. 


THE ‘THIRTIES 

Now let consider 1930. The contrasts are not 
great. Most our people lived cities large towns. 
The age technology had arrived. had radio and 
talking pictures. had streamlined homes. The birth 
rate had fallen. were overbuilt schools. Our 
statisticians howled about disasters imminent because 
the lack fertility our married couples. were 
depression. The ’twenties had given some won- 
derful new hotels and clubs the big cities, but there 
were more hard beds and dirty hotel rooms 
fornia than there were good ones. 

had been along the ‘‘good roads 
and concrete strips had been built between 
county seats, but they were narrow and the new high 
speed automobile had difficulty with them. the 
you could climb steep hill with your auto- 
mobile without boiling the radiator, but you couldn’t 
very fast because the giant bulldozer had not yet 
got into operation. took very hearty individual 
drive from San Los Angeles one day. 
And there was real adventure driving from Eureka 
Crescent City. The Prunedale cut-off was not 
Salinas over the San Juan Grade, and one risked his 
life driving from Atascadero San Luis Obispo. 
Many can remember the arduous drive from Ventura 
Hollywood. Still complain the roads have 
today, and complain rightly. 

1930 had the beginnings the Great Depres- 
sion caused the collapse 1929, and were 
the tail end the great experiment, noble purpose— 
prohibition. This great experiment blew our 
faces 1933 when was repealed. Looking back, many 
seem think that the lack good liquor hours 
depression, when the harassed ungodly businessmen 
sought surcease with strong drink, might have been 
significant connection. 

The mental attitude the State was one being 
sorry for one’s self, after experiencing the acceleration 
unlimited money and prosperity the late ’twenties. 
began plagued with increasing number 
indigent itinerants. Not only transient men, but tran- 
sient families and transient youths. The railroad offi- 
cials allowed all these people ride free the freight 
trains because they had learned that sabotage would 


follow putting them off the trains. Young girls 
wear trousers and lived with the 
men. moral crisis was upon us. was alleged thy 
spiritual life had decayed and that the life 
churches was dead. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 1930 

Where were public health 1930? 

had State Health Department which 
described much inferior the health department 
other states, even though California had 
pioneer establishing full-time State Health 
ment. Its director was underpaid, and his tenure was 
the whim governor. Governors came and went 
every four years, and the Health Department 
part the spoils system. 

Our salvation, thought, was local health 
ices.

John 
Pomeroy, inspired Herman Biggs, was battling 
put idea across Los Angeles County. William 
Hassler was full-time man San Francisco and Alex 
Lesem held down the fort San Diego. Lee Stone had 
proved his worth the citizens Madera County. 
Bill Wells kept the public health idea alive 
side County and Dr. Main struggled Santa Barbara 
John Sippy had curbed epidemic Stockton whieh 
made possible the San Joaquin Health District. 
understatement say that the theory local health 
services was not popular. 

There was question the attitude the 
California Tuberculosis Association relation local 
health services and strong State Health 
1930. One the primary objectives the state 
association and its delegates, expressed its 
annual meeting, was encourage the establishment 
full-time health services, because tuberculosis could 
never conquered eradicated without them. 

and tuberculosis workers towards their problem 
1930. Although the tuberculosis movements started 
with the stimulation for the building beds according 
the Pennsylvania pattern and stimulation 
according the New York pattern, very early 
tion was placed upon the child. large part the 
budget the National Tuberculosis Association and 
its locals was spent, beginning around 1914, the 
Child Health Crusade, motivated the health fairies. 
The discovery many correctable physical defects 
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the draftees the first world war (where have 
heard that since) caused the inauguration the Amer- 
child health movement. This was financed largely 
from New York relief funds collected during the first 
world war. With almost unlimited funds their dis- 
posal, the founders this movement established offices 
and branches all leading cities the Nation. The 
keynote the campaign was the nutrition children, 
the correction physical defects and the clean tooth 
which would never decay. When these funds were dried 
their fount, the tuberculosis associations the 
country took over. Here was ready-made formula. 
Tuberculosis was the foe youth. was the greatest 
death between and 20. Consumption was 
wasting away disease. was coupled with nutrition. 
The theory was you could bring children through 
the stresses adolescence, with good strong bodies, 
with proper nutrition, they would not succumb 
tuberculosis. The Emersons and the Cabots Boston 
beat the drums propaganda and trained the experts. 
Dozens them descended upon California, and soon 
school was fashion unless all its children were 
weighed and measured every month. Those who were 
percent below artificial average, were the reser- 
voir tuberculosis breakdown. Nutrition classes were 
formed, and course the inevitable institution had 
constructed, which called preventoria, which 
asmall fraction these children could detained. 

Milk had supplied. Thousands dollars 
seal sale money went into the furnishing milk and 
other nutritious food for these below par children. 
Millions seal sale dollars were spent throughout the 
Nation, and did nothing else, changed the nutri- 
tion pattern the American people. Big, strong husky 
men early days did not eat lettuce nor drink orange 
juice for breakfast, and green and yellow vegetables 
were the delusions the crack-pot. 

But day awakening came. The doctors observed 
that fat boys and girls percent overweight had 
much tuberculosis clinical form skinny ones 
percent underweight. 

was the eve this discovery that started 
program tuberculosis control—1930. redis- 
covered old truth 1930. order get action 
masses people, emotion probably plays greater 
part than reason. made converts throughout the 
Nation our concern for underweight children and 
their dangers from tuberculosis. When the doctors 
gave the scientific facts show were wrong, 
was difficult get reason prevail. evangelistic 
spirit revolt was rampant throughout the Nation 
and the State. had oversold idea that did not 
happen true. 


Extreme caution should our aim from now 
promoting programs health. The evangelist carries 
the ideas the philosopher who long dead and 
whose peers deny his claims. Inaccurate science can 
become the orthodoxy decades come, and attack 
orthodoxy attack the foundations civilization. 

The twenty-fifth annual meeting the National

The state organization consisted 
persons who paid dollar year belong the state 
association, and although local associations were asked 
name directors, annual meetings and elections were 
not held all. There was conflict between 
local associations and the state association. The state 
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association was denied representative director the 
national association. Associations Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Orange County, San Francisco, Alameda 
County and Sacramento went their way autono- 
mous units, with very little correlation intercourse 
between them. the rest the counties the State, 
the organization was generally drawn along town lines 
and schools and Kiwanis Clubs, Parent Teacher Asso- 
ciations, Junior Red Crosses, Principals’ Associations 
and Women’s Sewing Clubs had seal sale contracts. 
meeting Sacramento the fall 1929 and 
another meeting Merced April 1930, completely 
reorganized the state association representative 
and federated basis. Old timers will remember the 
and excitement those months and they will 
remember the serene and unperturbed captain the 
ship, The Reverend Hodgkin, who steered 
his eraft between Scylla and Charybdis, into the sun- 
shine the new day.

What the nutritionist meant ‘‘dark’’ was 100 
whole wheat bread. Many consumer, how- 
ever, was led believe that loaves labeled 
“eracked wheat’’ which are also dark color satisfied 
the requirement. Unfortunately, this not the case. 
Ordinary dark bread consists percent whole wheat 
flour and percent nonenriched white flour. recent 
study the Pennsylvania State College found this 
bread inferior nutritionally both 100 percent 
whole wheat and white enriched flour types. 

Five types bread were compared the Pennsyl- 
experiment. 


percent whole wheat bread. 
Nonenriched white bread. 
Enriched white bread. 


Nonenriched white bread containing percent dry 
skim milk. 


Ordinary dark bread (30 percent whole wheat flour 
and nonenriched white flour). 


The results showed that 100 percent whole wheat 
enriched white bread were far superior all the 
the poorest being nonenriched white. 


Nonenriched white with added skim milk and ordi- 


dark bread were inferior whole wheat and 
white thiamine and niacin. 


The skim milk bread was inferior enriched white 
riboflavin despite the milk content the former. 
The skim milk white bread, however, would contain 
more than any the other breads and its 
protein value would somewhat improved. 


All which seems mean that 100 percent whole 
wheat bread still the best ‘‘staff Although 
not good nutritionally whole wheat, enriched 
white bread superior ordinary dark bread which 
merely labeled ‘‘wheat’’ ‘‘cracked wheat’’ and 
which contains its major component nonenriched 
white flour.

Population density, the number persons per 
square mile land area, has increased nearly per- 
cent the United States since the beginning the 
century, reports the Statistical Bulletin.*

population density between 1900 and 1947. California 
1900 was the 38th most densely populated state. 
1947, however, its rank was 18.
